Housing Law 


Changes 


Proposed Legislation To 
Amend Eviction Ordinance 


Several alterations to the Prevention of Evictions Ordinance 
have been made [n an amending bill which ia te come up for its 
first rending at the mecting of the Legislative Council this after- 
noon, i 

The Bil, which Is cited as the Prevention of Eviction 
Consolidation and Amendment Ordinance, repeals former legisin- 
tion on the subject, and is the result of the recommendations 
made by a Committee of two officints and five Unofficlat members 
of the Legislative Counctl, who considered the legislation in 
accordance with the Government assurance given whén the 
original Bil! was passed. 

The main features of the amendments are’ that landlords 
can gain possession of their premises for reconstruction purposes 
and when # mortgagee desires to sell. 

A new sub-section has been created 
setting out, subject to necessary pro- 
vistons, six classes of cases in which 
Mt is considered desirsble to limit the 
wide powers given the Court, These 
state that the Court shall not exercise 


any of its powers in the following 
cases: 


tenant but also to all occupants of 
the premises affected: 

Provided further that 1 such order 
be made in respect of a case falling 
within paragraph (n), (b) or {c) 
of this sub-section, the sub-tenants

Question of Rent 


The section which gave the Court 
certain powers to determine questions 
of rent has not been re-enacted but 
has been replaced by a new section 
which will enable tenants who have 
received notice of increase of rent of 
dwelling houses, to which the 
Ordinance applies, to apply to the 
Judge in Chambers in Summary 
Jurisdiction for a final decision as to 
whether'the proposed increase is fair 
and reasonable. 

» This section states: : 

Where a tenant has reteived from 
the Iandlord a notice of increase of 
rent in respect of any dwelling- 
house to which this Ordinance ap- 
plics, the tenant, notwithstanding 
anything contained In the Supreme 
Court (Summary Jurisdiction) Or- 
dinance, 1873, may opply in a sum- 
mary way to a judge in Chambers 
in the ‘Summary Jurisdiction to 
decide whether the proposed increase 
of rent is falr and reasonable, and 
on such application the judge may 
glve such directions in the matter 
os he thinks. proper. .The..decision 
of judge under this section shall 
be final as between the landlord and 
the tenant.

(a) If any rent lawfully due from 
the tenunt has not been paid or ten+ 
dered within ua fortnight ofter 
demand.

.DISPUTE OVER LOAN 


Money Lent in New Zealand 
But Not Returned 


Alleged to have borrowed the 
moncy in New Zealand, Fong Wah- 
nucn appeared before Mr. Justice R. 
E, Lindsell in the Summary Court 
yesterday as defendant In a claim for 
$1,000 instituted against him by Fong 
Yik-wang of 99, Queen's Road East, 

Particulars of the clalm were that 
on various dates the plaintiff had lent 
a total of £88 to defendant. On 
March 10 1938 defendant repaid $50 
Hongkong currency, and promised 
repayment of the balance of $1,270 
by instalments, Defendant had failed 
to make the puymen:s and plaintiff 
claimed the balance due, walving $270 
to bring the action within the Sum- 
mary Jurlsdicllon of the Court, 

Mr. M. A. da Silva acted for plaintiff 
and Mr. H. A. de B, Botclho repre- 
sented defendant, 


Plaintiff! said he met defendant, a 
close relative, in Auckland, New Zca- 
land. It was there that a total of £88 
had been left defendant, whose 
financial position was not good at that 
time. Before he left New Zealand 
he saw defendant who had promised 
to remit the money by sending £8 a 
month. The money was not sent and 
plointif? had written to defendant in 
eueuaie but no replies were receiy- 
ed. : 

On March 10, 1938 continued 
plaintiff, he saw defendant in Hong- 
kong, was paid $50 and arranged for 
the balance to be pald by instalments, 
Eventually through an agent, the de- 
fendant offered him £52 og full 
settlement. Plaintiff? sald he would 
accept this if the money was patd over 
directly. Defendant ‘made another 
offer of paying $200 down and signing 
a note for the balance of the £52. 
Plaintl® sald he would take this only 
if the defendant could fnd someone 
to guarantee the. note. Defendant 
could not do this and‘the $200 was 
not paid. ca 

After plaintiff? had been questioned 
by-Mr. Botelho as to how the money 
had been Ient in Auckland, the hear- 
Ing was adjourned to September 18.

This man regarded the opium trafic 
with an uncompromising hatred and 
determined as a patriot to stamp out 
the evil once and for all,

ONE OF the first instances of his 
vigorous policy was to demand, 

on March 18, 1839, the surrender of 
all opium stored on foreign ships in 
Chinese .waters,. threatening the for- 
elgn merchants that their lives would 
be forfelted If the order was not 
obeyed. i 


The Generdl Chamber of Commerce 
in the Canton “Concession” sought to 
play: for time, and made an offer to 
surrender some 1,037 chests. This 
was contemptuously refused by the 
Commissioner, who pointed out that 
one British. merchant (Mr, Lancelot 
Dent) was alleged to have over 6,000 
chests under his own contro}. 


Conditions grew desperate. A boy- 
cott of the “Factory” site was pro- 
claimed, and all Chinese servants 
were ordered out on strike. 


As food and water were both cut 
off, the foreign merchants were 
forced to a decision. On March 25, 
1839, they signed a bond, “pledging 
themselves never to deal in opium 
again or to have anything further to 
do with its introductlon into China.” 

Three days later Captain Elliot 
offered to deliver up all the opium 
owned by British merchants In Can- 
on 
whilst Jubilant at this turn of affairs, 
would not relax the boycott until 
every chest hod been turned over. 
To insure that thls was carried out, 
Eliot, a9 well as the other merchants, 
were held as hostages, : 


Finally, on May 21, 1839 the fast 
chest of opium was surrendered and 
destroyed ‘by the Chinese by burying 
it in quicklime, .

She then asked him for ‘his 
chop os she . wanted to guarantee 
some reccipts that she was nbout ‘to 
draw up for Shek. 


Shek protested and said the chops 
were faked, but the second and third 
defendants sald as the shop Fook 
Hing was a genuine business con- 
cern,*the chop could not be a fake. 
Shek finally agreed ond the docu- 
ments were chopped and signed by 
the first defendant. After signing 
the documents he handed over ‘the 
$166 and left. 


On June 24, not finding ‘the flat 
defendant had promised to obtain 
for him, Shek went to No. 7 Police 
Station and made a report. 


One August 14, whilst walking 
down Wellington Street with his 
daughter, Shek saw the third defen- 
dant and she was taken to the station 
and charged. A few days later the 
other defendants were located and 
charged.

He sald that) “independent or 
autonomoun forel@n policy" does not 
mean anything new because all inde~ 
pendent countries pursue independent 
policies, “An ind Jent foreign 
policy will not rily mean 
fsolation in international relations 
but, on the contrary, well enable 
Japan to coeoperate with’ those 
forelyn Powers who desire co-opera- 
tion with Japan on the basis of 
sympathetic understanding,” Premier 
Abe continued, 


Questioned regarding the tripartite 
anti-Comintern axis following the 
conclusion of the German-Soviet non- 
anaression Pact, . the Premier sald 
that as he hus assumed the foreign 
Portfolio just after his predecessor 
sbandoned the formula for dealing, 
with the European situation, it re- 
quires further study to delermine 
as to whether the anti-Comintern 
tles would be kept alive or entirely 
cut off, or, again, whether some other 
formula would be found to replace 
the pust one, 


He admitted, however, that the 
anti-Comintern axis would probably 
beconie weaker than in the past even 
if Its bonds would be kept alive. 


Anglo-Japancse Relations 


Asked how to dispose of the Anglo- 
Jopanese negotiations in Tokyo re-

Anglo-Japanese relations jn China 
would most properly be adjusted,” 
the Premier continucd. 

Replying to o question on Japan's 
principles for adjusting relations with 
‘turd Powers, General Abe said that 
Japan would not unreasonably de- 
mand co-operation by foreigners. 
Stressing the importance of mutual 
understanding, he added that actual 
methods should be free and flexible 
according to the occusions. 

Asked about the reintions with 
America, the Premier sald that it 
would be necessary to study detailed 
circumstances leading up to the 
present situation and sct up a definite 
plan for adjusting them. 


Rolations With Sovict 


The Premier pleaded a cautious 
attitude in dealing with relations with 
the Sovict Union In view of the ab- 
normal characteristics of the Sovicts.

Lam suid he entered the Govern- 
ment service In May, 1933, when he 
wag ossigned to the Fire Brigade.

tetired, He was not a bonded em- 
ployee, although he constantly 
nandled money. No written dnstruce 
tions were given bim with regard to 
hin handlingg amoney. When Mr. 
Brooks, now retired, was Super- 
intendent of the Fire Brigade, any 
money received was locked In Mr. 
Brooks’ safe, but after his retirement, 
the practice could nat be continued, 
as the key to the safe was talen 
away, He then placed nny money not 
completely paid out in his coat 
pockets. Ie did not leave it in his 
Gesk becuuse it could easily be stolen, 
All Government moncy he kept wan 
placed separate from his own money. 


Defendant detailed his.duties, and 
sald that particularly on pay-days he 
was Kept very busy. Sometimes he 
finished work between 6 and 7 p.in.

BOOSTED CHANCES . 

Parker boosted considerably his 
chances af retaining a Davis) Cup 
place. Winner of six out of seven 
previous tournaments, Parker cone 
vinced the skeptics that-his newly 
developed forchand drive has prac- 
tleally “‘artived.” He showed It to 

. advantage yestenlay  agminst the 
crisp shots of McNeill and = in prior 
victories over such players as Gil 
Hunt, Wayne Sabin and Frank 
Shields, 

McNeill carried the Nght to Parker 
in the first two sets, moving into the 
net to keep Parker on ‘the defensive. 
Parker' was too steady, however, and 
passed MeNelll repeatedly with shots 
that combed the sidelines. The flirt 
set was marked by six breaks of ser- 
vice, four of them against McNeill, 

Parker moved Into a 2—0 ad- 
vantage in the second set, only to sec 
McNeill square the issue and even- 
tually move Into 4—3 lead with a 
great display of net power, He lost 
his bid to square the match in the 
eighth game when Parker abandoned 
his baseline defence and came to the 


net to score, Parker went ahead by 7”

Jones carried the fight to his man 
at the start, but Paterson met him 
with a strong two-handed attack, 
He stunned the Leicester boy with 
right and lefts to the Jaw, and Jones 
staggered across the ring, collided 
with the ropes, and dropped to the 
canvas, Jones regained his feet 
after taking a- short count, but 
Paterson stendied himself and de- 
Uvered o terrific right-hand blow to 
the Jaw which sent Jones down for 
the full count, 

The Paterson-Jones fight is not the 
shortest on record, for there have 
been instances of quicker finishes at 
other weights, Al Foreman, the ex-

Now make a hem across 
each end of the canvas—wide enough to: 
take the bars—and stitch un the sides of 
the canvas four-fifths of the way to make 
a bag. ‘ :

again. 

Paint the handles a grood 
bright colour before attach- 
ing them to the bag.

The Ministry of Health announce- 
ment sald that the evacuation did not 
mean that war was regarded as in- 
evitable, but was precautionary in 
view of the prolonged tension. 

Mobilisation Announced 

LONDON, Aug. 31, (UP).—Great

The official named for thls task 
was one. Lam Tsuk-sui, better known 
to history as Commissioner Lin.

NE OF the first instances of his 


vitorous policy was to demand, 
on March 18, 1839, the surrendér of 
all opium stored on foreign ships In 
Chinese waters, threatening the for- 
elyn merchants that their lives would 
be forfeited if the order was not 
obeyed. 


The General Chamber of Commerce 
in the Canton “Concession" sought to 
play for time, and made an offer to 
surrender some 1,037 chests. This 
was contemptuously refused by the 
Conunissioner, who pointed out that 
one British merchant (Mr. Lancelot 
Dent) was alleged to have over 6,000 
chests under his own control. 


Conditions grew desperate. A boy- 
cott of the “Factory” site was pro- 
claimed, and all Chinese servants 
were ordered out on strilse.

And the main reason for the exodus 
of 1839 was the action belng talcen 
by the Chinese suthoritles on the 
Opium Question.

The Chinese objection to the fm- 
portation of the drug was not fo 
much that ft was oa hideous  viee 
tnawing at the very vitals of the 
nation, but that it had turned the 
balance of trade against Chinn, force 
ing her to pay out her silver, and 
if that were permitted to continuc, 
it would eventually lead to the {m- 
poverishment’ of the Empire,

HsTorY proves that oplum has 


- been Iown-to-the Chinese for-~ 
many centuries. 

It Is related that there was o con- 
siderable traffic in the drug by Arab 
merchants at Canton in the elghth 
century of the Christian era, who 
supplied ft to the Chinese for use in’ 
medicine, 

When the practice of smoking ond 
inhaling. it into the-lungs began no 
one knows, but it {fs clear that the 
annual import for the hundred years 
prior to 1796 did not exceed 200 
chests. : 

Jn the Intter year, the rate of im-- 
portation had so Increased that it 
reached over 4,000 chests yearly, an 
{nerease which finolly attalned the 
figure of over 20,000 chests annually: 
by 1836. 

No wonder that the Imperiat Gov- 
ernment was olarmed and determined’ 
to act, but it must be sald that the 
fraffle could not have flourished os- 
ft did were {it not for the direct con- 
nivance of corrupt Chinese officlals,.

The Paterson-Jones fight is not the 
shortest on record, for there have 
been instances of quicker finishes ot 
other weights; Al: Foreman, the cx- 
British Nyght-welght <bompleny 
knocked out Ruby Levene, of Bos- 
ton, at Montreol in 1% sec. in 
September,.1029,. while..the 37-ycar- 
old Battling Nelson, who afterwards 
became World's Lightweight Cham- 
pion, knocked out Willlam Rosser, in 
2 sec. Similar brevity wos accom- 
plished by Jimmy Stewart, of Liver- 

ool, who defeated Jack Lord, Bol- 

m, in 2 sec. at Manchester in Octo- 
ber, 1935. Jack Peterson’ knocked 
out Charlie Smith, of Deptford, in 6 
sec, in 1934—landing only one punch.

Strawberry Recipes 


STRAWBERRIES can be used as 
the basls for interesting dishes far re- 
moved from the ordinary concoction 
of strawberries, sugar, and cream. 
Here are a few recipesi— 


Strawberry Toast 


sweeten, Cut two silecs of new 
bread three-quarters of an Inch thick, 
and fry them in deep fat until they 
ure golden brown. Remove and 
drain, then dust with sugar, and keep 
hot. Cover both pleces of bread with 
the crushed berries, and serve one 
piece on top of the other. Cream, if 
liked, can be served with the dish. 


Omelette 


Male an omelette Jn the usual way. 
Spread it with a strawberry = sauce 
made by creaming one quarter cupful 
of butter, half a cupful of 5ugar, with 
one cupful of crushed strawberries. 
Fold the omelette. and serve hot. 


Cold:Strawberry Pic 


Bake a rich, flaky lining crust, and 
set it aside to cool. Line it with a 
cupful of sliced strawberries. Whip 
the whites of four eggs, and four 
tablespoonfuls of sugar, and whip 
ngain until the egg whites look 
glazed, 


Moke a strawberry jelly, and, when 
cool but before it sets, odd the cgg 
whites. Pour over the siiced berries 
In the crust, and allow to set. Whip 
half a pint of cream until stiff, and 
udd two tablespoonfuls of sugar. 


“Select one cupful of the the best 


strawberries, and sprinkle with 
granulated sugar. Pile the whipped 
cream on the pie and dot it with the 
whole berries. Serve very cold. 


Sandwiches 


Cream one quarter cupful of butter 
with one cupful of Icing sugar, and 
add o tablespoonful of lemon Juice. 
Mix in from eight to a dozen straw- 
berries which have been well washed 
and drained. If the paste becomes 
too liquid (it should have the con- 
sistency of thick cream), stiffen it 
avilth more sugar. Let the paste get 
as cool as possible, and then spread 
it on unbuttered bread to make a 
sandwich.

IT has been said that comparative- 
ly few people make a really good 
omelette. In the first place it ‘is not 
an easy dish, and sccondly, it is so 
often attempted without the necessary 
Knowledye. 

I propose to pass on some rulcs 
which were given to me, and which 
should be of tremendous help if they 
are faithfully followed. 

The cggs and butter 
absolutely fresh and of 
possible quality. 

The omelette pan must be kept 
very clean and never used for any 
other purpose. It, must never_ be 
washed with soap and water, but Js 
best cleaned by heating it and rub- 
bing it with paper or a coarse cloth, 
dipped in salt, followed by a final 
rubbing, minus the salt, 

Always use a fork and not a whisk 
and beat up thoroughly. The cges 
need not be frothy, but the whites 
und yolics-must be thoroughly mixed. 
A little cream or milk added while 
beating is a help as it makes the 
omelette mere moist ond lighter. 
Season very, moderately, 


Use Hot Butter 


Be careful that the butter gsed is 
hot, but not olly, before the egg 
mixture is poured into the pan, Onc 
ounce of butter is usually sample to 
make an omelette of six cges. 

It must be cooked over a bright, 
brisk fire, beoause it has to be made 
quickly. The stirring ond shaking 
of the pan must also be done 
quickly. Use a spoon in preference 
to a fork for stirring. 

: Now for some notes with regard 
to shaping and serving. Once the 
mixture begins to set and = the 
omelette seems cooked (light, molst, 
and soft) shape it by folding in the 
ends. Shake the pan gently to loosen

The General Chamber of Commerce 
in the Canton “Concession” sought to 
play for time, and made an offer to 
surrender some 1,037 chests. This 
was contemptuously refuscd by the 
Commissioner, who pointed out that 
one British merchant (Mr. Lancelot 
Dent) was alleged to have over 6,000 
chests under his own control. 


Conditions grew desperate, A boy- 
cott of the “Factory” site was’ pro- 
claimed, und all Chinese servants 
were ordered out on strike. 


As food and water were both cut 
of, the foreign merchants were 
forced to a decision. On March 25, 
1839, they signed a bond, “pledging 
themselves never to deal in opium 
again or to have anything further to 
do with Its Introductlon into China." 


Three days Jater Captain Elliat 
offered to deliver up oll the opium 
owned by British merchants in Can- 
ton, but. the Chinese authorities, 
whilst jubilant at this turn of affairs, 
weuld not relax the boycott until 
every chest had been turned over. 
To insure that this was carried out, 
Ellfot, as well as the other merchants, 
were held os hostages.

DISPUTE OVER LOAN 


Money Lent in New Zealand 
But Not Relurned 


Alleged to 
money in New Zeuland, Fong Wah- 
nuen appeared before Mr, Justice R. 
KE. Lindsell in the Summary Court 
yesterday as defendant in a clalm tor 
$1,000 instituted ayainst him by Fong 
Yik-wang of 99, Queen's Road East.

Before he left New Zcaland 
he saw detendant Wwho had promised 
to remit the moncy by sending £8 a 
month. The moncy was not sent and 
plaintif? had written to defendant in 
Auckland but no replies were receiv- 
cea. 


On March 10, 1938 continued 
plaintiff, he saw defendant In Hong- 
kong, was pald $50 and arranged for 
the balance to be paid by. Instalments. 
Eventually through an agent, the de- 
fendant offered him £52 aos full 
settiement, Plaintl{f® sald he would 
accept thls if the moncy was pald over 
directly, Defendant made another 
offer of paying $200 down and signing 
a note for the balance of the £52.
